DEFENCE DAY IN U.S. 

, Friday, September 12 was “Defence 
Day’’ in the United States. In other 
words the nation tested its man pow¬ 
er. The idea was to determine just 
how fast a full strength army and 
navy could be mobilized in case of in¬ 
ternational trouble. In this connec¬ 
tion the press were divided as to the 
wisdom of so doing. Some Editorial 
writers wrote that if the United States 
really wanted to, And out how strong 
and virile it is, it would ask itself and 
investigate these questions: 

I. Are we conducting our foreign 
trade in such a way as to yield maxi¬ 
mum profits not only to ourselves, but 
to the nations with whom we do busi¬ 
ness? 

2 Are we taking steps to increase 
the birth rate among the fit and de¬ 
crease the birth rate among the unfit ? 

3 Are we educating our children 
according to individual adaptability or 
according to stiff uniform standards? 

4 Are we dispensing quick, sure 
justice in our courts? 

These are the real tests of national 
power, not military manoeuvres and 
target practices. a 

President Sherman of the Alberta 
Coal Miners, comes out flat footed 
with the statement that the coal min¬ 
ers will not accept a reduction of $1.17 
per day in their wages. Some of the 
miners want an increase of $1.17 a day 
and there you are. It does not look 
_favoraljle for a settlement. 

Over in Chicago, the police are test¬ 
ing the eyesight of all traffic law vio¬ 
lators and they find drivers who can¬ 
not see twenty feet away. There is 
talk now of having car owners make 
a test of their vision before being 
granted a license. They should also 
be tested for sanity and quick decis¬ 
ion. An auto unwisely handled is 
more dangerous than a loaded revol 
ver. 

The provincial Trade Commissioner 
has received a request from the firm 
of Vickers Ltd., Londop, for samples 
of high volatile lignites and bitumin¬ 
ous sands for "test purposes. This 
company has exepndcd considerable 
capital in perfecting systems or the 
manufacture of coal by-products and 
has just completed the new pro¬ 
cess for low temperature distillation 
of coals and oil shales. 

It is recorded of Oliver Schreiner in 
the new "Life” written by her husband 
that she read the Sermon on the Mount 
at the age of six with great amaze¬ 
ment, and rushing to her mother cried. 
"Look what I’ve found! It’s what I’ve 
known all along. Now that we can 
live that! It was difficult to check her 
excitement, but we are told that she 
was silenced eventually, and that all 
her life she could not get over the 
fact that "people did-not ‘want* to live 
like that.” 

It is said that 90,000 people paid 
admission of from ,J$10 to $50 to see 
Mr. Firpo, of South America]! beaten 
by Mr. Wills, of Chicago, for twelve 
rounds. Both are inferior fighters, 
end yet by press advertising 
through the sport pages more than one 
million dollars was paid at the gates. 
Think of a brutal, tiresome exhibition 
like a second-rate prize fight bringing 
in a million dollars. The men who 
paid are foolish to say the least. 

J. H. Dempsey, the pugilist, is going 
to marry another man’s wife. Mean¬ 
while divorce proceedings are under 
way. It does seem an unnecessary 
proceeding. England has a surplus 
of seven million unmarried women. 
Germany has a surplus of eight mil- 
ion, France a surplus of seven million 
and Italy a surplus of four million. 
One would thing the fastidious Mr. 
Dempsey would be able to find a sat¬ 
isfactory mate without stealing a sec¬ 
ond-hand wife from someone else. 

The Advocate publishes in full, reso¬ 
lutions recently passed by the McCaf- 
ferty Local Union, No. 415, of the 
U.F.A. These resolutions are of con¬ 
siderable importance and worthy of 
careful perusual by farmers through¬ 
out this district.

SEASICKNESS

If so, you will be glad to 
know about it The Editors of the 
Barrie Examiner and Kincardine Re¬ 
ports, who recently crossed the ocean 
we know will appreciate the following 
treatise on thd subject: “Dr. Warren 
points out that the sixth sense-rthat 
of balance—is mostly concerned with 
sea-sickness. “The organ of the 
sense,” he says, “is in the base of the 
skull, of the head; The canals are 
semi-circular and about as big rouncf 
as the lead of a pencil, and the three 
of each group communicate with one 
another. The canals are lined by spec¬ 
ial cells, each of which has a relatively 
long, fine hair attached to its inner 
end. A nerve fibre runs from each 
cell to the brain.

‘The constant .motioit 
of the ship sets the endolymph swing¬ 
ing every way, until the simicircular 
canals are so continuously and various 
ly stimulated that the brain revolts. 
The stomach follows and nausea re¬ 
sults. The motion of the ship, the 
glare of the sun, bad smells, and indi¬ 
gestion complete the downfall.”

We can imagine the relief it will be 
for the Prince of Wales to escape 
from dress clothes to riding breeches, 
patched coat, and slouch hat and free¬ 
dom from all ceremony. 

Eleven million visitors vifl|(P Wem¬ 
bley Exhibition in August 21. The 
Queens Doll House in the Palace of 
Arts which we were permitted to see, 
is being shown at sixpence a head, 
and over $125,000 has been been put 
aside for charity as a result of this 
charge. 

Alberta Wheat Pool officials claim 
that farmers who joined^the co-opera¬ 
tive marketing organization received 
$2,000,000 more for their 1923 crop 
than they would have netted through 
independent marketing methods. The 
pool actually handled 34,192,805 bush¬ 
els of wheat during the first pool year. 

Calgary garages will not be per¬ 
mitted to lawfully sell gasoline on 
Sundays. The Lord’s Day Alliance has 
instructed the city police to stop the 
prtcticc and. this they will do. . Per¬ 
sonally we doubt the wisdom of such 
law enforcement. It won’t better the 
world by any means to stop the sale 
of gasoline. 

Lady Byng, ef Vimy, has a “Cana¬ 
dian” garden of flowers at her country 
home in Essex, England, that is really 
wonderful. She has now on her list 
some 93 varities which she has recent¬ 
ly ordered from Canada. To make her 
collection complete, it will take her 
three years of work, but work that is 
full of pleasure. 

After months of unemployment six 
hundred men formerly working for the 
Chicoutimi Pulp and Paper interests 
have returned to work when the pulp 
and paper mills ef the company re¬ 
sumed operations. The output will be 
forwarded to England where interests 
have entered into contract with the 
Canadian concern. 

Press dispatches tells us that Spain 
is waging war with the Moors and the 
Spanish garrison at Morroco is in dan¬ 
ger of massacre. Spain was invaded 
in 711 A. D. by the first Moslem army 
and since then at stated intervals she 
has fought back the tide of Moham¬ 
medanism. The Vancouver Sun as¬ 
serts that had it not been for Spain’s 
1200 year stand against the Moslems, 
the Koran might be taught in the 
schools at Vancouver to-day. Spain’s 
mission on this earth appears to be 
that of rear guard to Christian civil¬ 
ization.

THROUGH WEMBLEY 

Canadian Editors Immensely Interest¬ 
ed in Wonderful Exhibits 

Wembley park where the Exhibition 
is, occupies 234 acres. In reality there 
is much less ground to cover in a trip 
around the buildings than at the Cana¬ 
dian National in Toronto. It is per¬ 
haps impossible to present a proper 
contrast or comparison of the two, in¬ 
asmuch as the British Empire Exhibi¬ 
tion is being Ijeld only once for a pe¬ 
riod of a few months, and is meant to 
present the products of the whole em¬ 
pire, while the Toronto exhibition has 
been built up over a period of nearly 
half a century, and is chiefly concern¬ 
ed with Canadian products. Certainly 
one can spend many days at Wembley 
if he desires t 0 study intensively the 
products of the various countries. In 
the Palace of engineering and the Pa¬ 
lace of Industry the products of Great 
Britain are shown. Practically all the 
other buildings are devoted to other 
parts of the empire, such as Canada, 
Australia, India, Burma, Malaya, Fiji, 
Hong Kong, the Gold Coast, South Af¬ 
rica, British Guiana, the British West 
Indies. Canada and Australia have 
the largest buildings of any of the co¬ 
lonies, and even an impartial observer 
must admit that the Canadian building 
is more artistic and atractive, and the 
exhibits much better displayed. For 
example, the products of Australia 
are, in most cases put on display with¬ 
out any indication as to where or by 
whom they are produced. On the other 
hand in the Canadian building, practi¬ 
cally every product is advertised by 
showing the name of the firm which 
manufactures it, or the particular sec¬ 
tion of the Dominion in which it is 
obtained., Prospective buyers have 
this information without having to ask 
for it. The Canadian products are well 
displayed, particularly some of the 
manufactures. One interesting exhibit 
is a model of the Prince of Wales 
standing by his horse, and alongside 
the ranch house on his farm at High 
River, Alta., the entire display being 
made out of Canadian "butter. 

India, while not having as large a 
building as either Canada or Australia, 
has, in my opinion, a more attractive 
one from an architectural standpoint, 
but the exhibits have the same lack of 
information as are noticeable with re¬ 
gard to the Australian displays. The 
buildings of the more distant and !e-s 
known parts of the empire are ex¬ 
ceedingly interesting, inasmuch as we 
are probably all prone' to neglect in¬ 
forming ourselves on what other part: 
of the British Empire are doing, and 
the display of their products givps one 
a good idea of the variaev of the in¬ 
dustries which flourish in any particu¬ 
lar colony. 

It would take too long to enumerate 
even the more important products of 
the various parts of the empire which 
we saw at Wembley, but one of the 
most interesting features to me was 
the large variety of woods that are on 
display. Almost every colony has its 
own particular kinds of trees and. of 
lumber, and the highly finished wood¬ 
work that one may see in a hundred 
different designs and qualities are 
most illuminating as to the resources 
of the empire in this one particular 
alone. Some of the most beautiful 
woods, grown in Malaya, would bring 
a small fortune if they could be pro¬ 
duced in America, and almost every 
colony has some similar kind of wood 
that appeals to the eye. Oils, miner¬ 
als, fish, products of the factory and 
of the farm lie before the public in a 
wonderful array at the British Empire 
Exhibition, and it is a real education 
to go "a-Wembleying.” 

Farmers near Magrath report big 
yields, several having crops as high as 
50 bushels per acre.

OUR IMPRESSIONS 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Ocean 

By Charles Clark 

St. Paul’s Cathedral proved an inter¬ 
esting, spot. The architect was Sir 
Christopher Wren and the building 
follows the form of a Latin Cross. It 
dates from the year 1675, and took 22 
years in building. Here also, rests the 
bodies of many famous men but no 
monument has been raised to Wren 
but on a marble portias over one of 
the doors, Wren’s epitaph concludes 
as follows: “If you would seek his 
monument, gaze about you.” The ca¬ 
thedral itself, is sufficient to memori¬ 
alize the famous architect. 

The town of London was also visited 
by the editors, but as I had been there 
in 1902, I went instead on a tour of 
the port of London which proved a 
surprise and of which reference will 
be made in a special article. Of the 
tower, our headers are no doubt famil¬ 
iar. It was started by William the 
Conqueror, in the 11th century and up 
to the time of Charles 11. was used as 
a residence for Kings. Its solid stone 
walls and fortifications made it valu¬ 
able as a place of detention, some fa¬ 
mous political prisoners languished 
there and died. In various rooms is to 
be seen armour won by Knights and 
men at arms during the past centuries 
in others, mortars and guns, numerous 
styles of cannon, and small arms used 
durmg-'the past centuries showing the 
development of warfare in the differ¬ 
ent ages. 

“The old Curiosity Shop," which has 
been preserved in its natural state 
from the days of Charles Dickens, and 
which he made famous, is a very small 
shop of two rooms, and is now devoted 
j to the sale of curiosities. The person 
j in charge intimated that next Decem¬ 
ber, the owner wiguld close up the bus¬ 
iness owing to high rental. We doubt 
if the place will be permitted to close 
for many tourists find delight and 
pleasure in visiting the historic spot. 

It was apparent that those who ar¬ 
ranged our itinerary had considered 
church, going as out of the question. 
Sunday, July 6, we boarded a launch 
at Richmond bridge, whence we sailed 
up the Thames through miles of beau¬ 
tiful lawns, riverside residences, and 
small pleasure craft of all kinds to 
Hampton Court. We ‘did’ the place 
and gardens in less than an hour, and 
had a peep at the beautiful gardens, 
the great vine, the wonderful clock, 
the fountains, the yew trees. Hampton 
Court lies about 20 miles from London 
and is one of the royal residences and 
maintained by the nation. It was 
originally built by Cardinal Wolsey 
as a residence for himself. Later he 
presented it to King Edward VI11 
who lived there with his six wives in 
succession. The palace itself though 
the property of the King, is not used 
much now by the royal family, and is 
really only a show place because of its 
historic past. The decorations and 
furniture are largely antiques and 
have been there, since Henry VIII lived 
in it. From Hampton Court we left 
in Charabancs for Colonel Grant Mor- 
den’s country home,“Heathcrden Hall” 
a beautiful estate at Slough. Colonel 
Morden is a Canadian who has attain¬ 
ed a high position in financial circles, 
chiefly through his connection with 
the British Empire Steel Coropration 
and with Mrs. Morden they entertain¬ 
ed the Canadian Editors in a most 
charming way. . Chief interest cen¬ 
tered in some of the prominent guests 
who were present and who spoke in 
proposing toasts. After the meal in 
the marquee, we listened to speeches 
in which Lord Birkenhead forecasts 
that recent decisions concerning pref¬ 
erential treatment of Dominion pro¬ 
duce should and would be changed. In 
proposing the toast of Canadian F 'i- 
tors, he did so in a speech that was 
remarkable for its oratory. He is rec¬ 
ognized as one of the most brilliant 
men in public life in Britain, and wu- 
formerly known as Sir Frederick 
Smith, Solicitor General under Lloyd 
George. The seconder of the toast was 
the Rt. Hon. T. P. O’Conner, the 
“father of the House of Commons” 
and he broke a lance with Lord Bir¬ 
kenhead. Tay Pay, as he is familiarly 
called, spoke clearly and with force, 
and he displayed keen Irish wit and 
humor, in his reply to His Lordship, 
with whose views on preference he 
strongly opposes. The Hon. Col. Am- 
ery and Sir Hamar Greenwood were 
also speakers on this occasion and ad¬ 
ded to our information and pleasure. 
Very many distinguished men and 
women were at this function including 
Mr. Godfrey Isaacs who organized the 
Marconi wireless systems, and m$de 
a fortune. Here we also met Hon. R. 
B. Bennett, of Calgary, who also was 
present at the banquet with his sister, 
Miss Bennett. 

From this delightful spot, we were 
transported for tea to Hall Barn, 
Beaconfield, where a most homelike 
reception awaited us at the hands of 
Lord and Lady Burnham. The estate 
consists of 6000 acres, mostly wooded. 
Here is the oldest lawn in England, 
amid grounds, the delights of which 
would fill many columns. No servants 
“poured tea” or “cut ices”. Our dis¬ 
tinguished hosts, their daughter, and 
other titled friends waited on the 
needs of their fellow newspaper folk 
from overseas. Lord Burham is the 
owner of the London “Telegraph” one 
of the leading newspapers of London. 
Then we motored back to London pas¬ 
sing through a country that was de¬ 
lightful to look upon and full of inter¬ 
est. 

The pace grew hotter next day,, 
though the weatherman tried a few' 
tears in tlje morning, which found us 
at Kenley Aerodrome. Here we wit¬ 
nessed a flying demonstration, by the 
Royal Air Force, specially arranged 
by the Air Ministry. After stunts of 
all sorts, one pilot demonstrated what 
not to do in flying. He skimmed 
roofs, “flat turned,, without rudder or 
banking, and did other daredevil 
things. Then four machines went up 
and presently four of another type 
rose and attacked them. Next came 
bombing a dummy submarine, and 
finally most of our party, including 
nearly all the ladies, went aloft in all 
types of British fighters and the lar¬ 
ger commercial machines. 

Of the entertainment at Herev 
castle I quote from Hugh Savage’s ac¬ 
count written to the Cowichan Leader, 
which aptly describes Major Astor, his 
clever wife and beautiful castle: 

“Time pressed or more would have 
flown. We swept by charabanc down 
narrow lanes, gazed over a wide vista 
of Kent and stopped at Hcver Castle 
for-lunch in another great marquee, 
gnd there spent the afternoon, the 


guests of Major the Hon. J. J. Astor, 
M.P., and Lady Violet Astor. > You will 
have gathered that we had by'this time 
seen many wonderful sights and met 
many delightful people. We had pas¬ 
sed from one entertainment to another 
but here, at Hever, was certainly cne 
of our most memorable experiences. 

The Castle is just the embodiment 
of all you have read of or dreamed 
that a castle should be. It is not large 
You come on it suddenly and rub your 
eyes to see if they can possibly be 
going wrong. Here is a square tower 
and turret and great gate, surrounded 
by a real moat with drawbridge and 
portcullis intact. Within are Holbeins 
and armour, tapestries and treasures 
of all kinds, and momentoes of Henry 
VIII., who here wooed Anne Boleyn. 
Around stretch lawns and terraces 
and gardens, before whose beauty one 
stands tongue-tied. The pen may con¬ 
vey some hint of their entrancing 
loveliness, but who shall adequately 
describe the combined effect of this 
typically English home and the charm¬ 
ing pair who lavish upon it all that 
love , and care that its first owners 
could possibly wish for? 

Major Astor is one of the most 
modest and delightful of men. He it 
was who bought The Times and, in 
effect”, preserved\it for the world it 
serves. Lady Violet, who treated us 
to a pleasing little reply on her initia¬ 
tion into the Canadian Weekly News¬ 
paper Association (in which she is 
to represent The Times Weekly Edi¬ 
tion), is a daughter of the late Earl , 
of Minto, one of our own Governois-I 
General. Her mother’s work in con¬ 
nection with hospitals and nursing in 
Canada will never be forgotten. She 
recalled with delight her stay at Ri- 
deau Hall. 

I do not think that one of us wished 
to leave this fairy place, which is both 
palace and home, and those who live 
there, who are at once to be numbered 
among the greatest ifi England and 
among its simplest and kindliest 
hearts. 

But—the last car waits and, leaving 
Westerham, where Wolfe lies buried, 
to our right, we get back to town. A 
welcome awaits usrthe same evening, 
again at the hands of Lord and Lady 
Burnham, but this time in the offices 
of the Daily Telegraph in Fleet Street 
The business office had • been trans¬ 
formed for the occasion and from the 
music and delights to be found there 
one might sally into the works, where 
the great presses were turning out 
the provincial edition. And so, as the 
great diarist says, ‘home to bed.’ 

What was the last and probably the 
most notable, event of our London vis¬ 
it was a dinner given by that well- 
known Canadian, Max Aitken,, who 
lived at one time in Calgary, now 
Lord Beaverbrook, the owner of the 
London Express. Tfae dinner was held 
in Queen’s Anne Hall and was given 
by Lord Beaverbrook as a welcome to 
the Canadian press at which function 
there were over 500 persons present, 
the chief guest being David Lloyd 
George. Elaborately printed menu [ 
cards were placed on tallies and with 
tables numbered guests were enabled 
to find their seats without any trouble. 
At my right on this occasion was Mr. 
Sylvester, private secretary to David 
Lloyd George, while the Hon. Timo¬ 
thy Healy, governor general of Ire¬ 
land, occupied a seat at my left The 
Daily Telegraph report of the affair 
was ns follows, which we consider 
worthy of perusal: “Lord Beaver¬ 
brook, who presided, was accompanied 
by Lady Beaverbrook and seated at 
the head and other tables were Lord 
Ashfield, the Earl, and Countess of 
Birkenhead, Viscount and Viscountess 
Burnham, Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd George, 
Mr. ^Winston Churchiil, the Earl of 
Derby,‘ Viscount and Viscounteess De- 
vonport, the Marchioness and Donegal, 
Sir Joseph Cook and Lady Cook, Sir 
Hamar and Lady Greenwood, the Mar¬ 
chioness of Headfort, Mr. T. M. Healy 
(governor general of the Irish Free 
State), Sir W. and Lady Joynson- 
Hicks, Low! Kyslant, the Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough, Lord War- 
grave, and the Earl and Countess 
Winterton. 

Lord Beaverbrook, extending a wel¬ 
come to his guests, said he had him¬ 
self come comparatively recently from 
a Dominion ahd he would go back 
again whenever he could. For that 
reason he would leave the speech of 
welcome in the abler hands of another. 
Nor would it be right for him to speak 
about the Empire, because he stood 
there in the presence of the greatest 
Empire builders of their time—Lord 
Birkenhead and Mr. Winston Church¬ 
ill. They had added millions of square 
miles to the Empire. They had ad¬ 
ded those priceless possessions of Pa¬ 
lestine and Mesopotamia—and there 
were some who had thought .it possible 
that we might hold Chanak, too. But 
when one came to speak of the Em¬ 
pire one required to be rhetorical. He 
associated himself entirely with Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin in that connection. 
Mr Baldwin had said that rhetoric 
was largely the art of concealing the 
truth. It had also been said that to 
tell the truth needed no thought. That 
was why he always told it. Their 
guest tlvat evening, Mr. Lloyd George, 
was a great man. He knew Mr. Lloyd 
George was a great man because a 
Frenchman had said so—-and what a 
Frenchman said of Mr. Lloyd George 
was true if it was in praise of him. 
(Laughter) It was the same sort of j 
thing as if a Western Canadian spoke 
well of him (Lord Beaverbrook). 
(Laughter) That Frenchman was M. 
Clemenceau. Mr. Lloyd George had 
said to Mr. Bonar Law that Gladstone | 
was a great man. Mr. Bonar Law re- 1 
plied that Gladstone was a great hum¬ 
bug. M. Clemenceau put his arm af- j 
fectionately round Mr Lloyd George | 
and said, “All great men are great { 
humbugs.” (Laughter) “What a pity,” 
reflected Lord Beaverbrook, "that all 
great humbugs are not great men.” 
(Renewed laughter) Alluding to Mr. 
Lloyd George’s great services to the 
Empire, the speaker said his labors as 
war prime minister will go down un¬ 
tarnished and undiminished to posteri¬ 
ty. Mr. Lloyd George had, more than 
any man, determined the victory in 
the great conflict. (Cheers.) 

During the four months of April, 
May, June and July a total of 18,870 
Canadians returned to Canada from 
the United States. Of this total 16,- 
166 were Canadian-born citizens, 1,646 
were British subjects who had acquir¬ 
ed a Canadian domicile, and 1,058 were 
classed generally as Canadian citizens 
In July alone Hve total number of ad¬ 
missions of returning Canadians re¬ 
corded at the International boundary 
line was 6,127, 


A MODEL CITY 

A half day was devoted to a visit to 
Port Sunlight, near Liverpool, the mo¬ 
del “village” in which Lever Bros, 
make their famous soaps. The faci¬ 
lities for visitors in this factory were 1 
the most complete I have ever seen. I 
Sightseeing galleries run all through ] 
the acres of buildings, 'along which | 
visitors can walk without disturbing 
the employees. The sightseer can I 
pause to observe more closely any pro-1 
cess that interests him. Signboards I 
along the route describe the various 
processes, and give full information, 
making guides unnecessary. Perhaps 
the most impressive feature was the 
speed with which the girls perform 
many of the-operations. Their dexte¬ 
rity and nimbleness is almost incre¬ 
dible. The whede party were entertain¬ 
ed to luncheon, over which the Hon. 
W. Hulme Lever presided, in the ab¬ 
sence of his father, Viscount Lever- 
hulme. We also visited the manificent 
art gallery erected as a memorial to 
I^idy Lever, and inspected the treas¬ 
ures it houses in pictrues, statuary, 
furniture and antiquities. The soldiers’ 
memorial at Port Sunlight is particu¬ 
larly fine, perhaps the most artistic 
we saw, xVith the exception of that at 
Exeter. The residential part of the 
city is also worthy of note. The streets 
are paved and beautiful lawns and 
trees adotp the residential section. 
For recreation there are golf links, 
tennis courts, bowling greens and ath¬ 
letic grounds for football and cricket 
and all for a nominal membership fee. 

NEW INVENTIONS 

Patents on tw 0 inventions which 
promise to advance-the agricultural 
industry in Alberta a long step for¬ 
ward, have recently been secured by 
the Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. One of these inventions, created 
by three farmers resident in the 
Sedgwick district, is a new ensilage 
cutter which is designed to eliminate 
much of the labor entailed in harvest¬ 
ing heavy ensilage crops. The inven¬ 
tion is a machine drawn by three 
horses which not only cuts the crop 
but also cuts up the ensilage and 
dumps it into the wagon travelling 
alongside. Thhse who have handled 
heavy crops of sunflowers will realize 
what a boon such a machine would 
prove to be. Some time ago Mr. I 
Hoadley took the invention up, and j 
has had a machine manufactured for, 
test purposes. He has also secured 
the patent rights on it for the three 
western provinces. During the next 
few weeks tests of the machine are to 
be carried out at Lethbridge, High 
River, Strathmore, Olds, Lacombe and 
Edmon^n. The machine is at present 
at the experimental farm at Leth¬ 
bridge, whete it will-remain for some 
days then move to High River, and 
will be at Strathmore the week fol¬ 
lowing. Farmers are urged to attend 
demonstrations of the machine if pos¬ 
sible. It is the purpose of the depart¬ 
ment, if the demonstrations are satis¬ 
factory to have the machine manufac¬ 
tured and made obtainable to the 
farmers of the west at cost. It is be¬ 
lieved such a machine would be of an 
immense stimulus to the dairy indus¬ 
try, making it much easier to put up 
a feed crop for winter months. The 
other invention' with which the de¬ 
partment is concerned is that of a ma¬ 
chine placed on grain separators de¬ 
signed to clean wheat of all weed 
seeds without interfering with exist¬ 
ing weed cleaning apparatus on the 
separator. The experiment with this 
attachment has been in the hands of 
W. J.-Stephen, field crops commission¬ 
er, and has been brought to such a 
satisfactory stage that several are be¬ 
ing manufactured for tests this fall. 
The machine is designed with the ul¬ 
timate purpose of freeing the pro¬ 
vince of the weed menace with the 
eventual saving of millions of dollars 
and should also have the effect <tf free¬ 
ing for use in feeding, the screenings 
which can only now be used under j 
strictest regulations because of their 
weed dangers. Mr. Hoadlcy’s chief 
hope in connection with this invention 
is that it will make it possible to deal

with weed seeds in grain once and for 
all on the very farm on which they 
are produced, so that there will be no 
weed seeds travelling about in the 
grain after it leaves the farm. 

BUTTERMAKING 

Nearly 25 per cent, increase is ex¬ 
pected to be recorded thus year in the 
production of” Alberta creamery buttr 
over the production of 1923. The pro¬ 
duction last season was 17,760,000 lbs. 
and this year should be approximately 
22,000,000 lbs. An increase of over 
40 per cent has already been shown 
in the creamery butter graded by the 
government system in the seven 
months to the end of July. The total 
amount graded by. the service last 
year was 4,614,710 lbs., during the 
seven months referred to, while the 
amount for the same period this year 
has been 6,896,234. Continued im¬ 
provement in the quality of cream and 
butter as a result of the official grad¬ 
ing system is shown. During the sev¬ 
en months there has been a total of 
8,940,975 lbs., of cream graded by the 
government graders, an increase of 
20.1 per cent, over the amount of the 
same period last year. Of this amount 
graded this year, the “special” grade 
has shown an increase from 40.9 per 
cent, to 45.9 per cent, and the per¬ 
centage of “firsts” has grown from 
36.7 to 39.9, while the lower grades 
have, been reduced from 17.9 per cent, 
to 101.1 per cent. The same improve¬ 
ment is shown in the butter grading, 
where the “firsts” have increased from 

62.6 to 67.8 per cent, of the total 
amount graded, while the lower “sec¬ 
ond” grade has been reduced from 

15.7 to 11.7 per cent. 

E.P. STOCK SALE 

At the special personal request of 
Lord Renfrew that the sale be held 
while he is present on the ranch, Prof.

It is under¬ 
stood that these announcements, which 
in effect constitute an invitation to 
the sale for those who receive them, 
will be sent to all breeders of livestock 
in Alberta. It is needless to say that 
the presence of Lord Renfrew himself 
at the first sale of the blogded live¬ 
stock on his ranch is bound to Tiave 
the effect of tremendously encourag¬ 
ing the interest in such events and 
thereby indirectly assisting the rapid¬ 
ly increasing interest in breeding of 
blooded livestock in Alberta. 

Of a total production of 170,169 bar¬ 
rels of petroleum for 1923, Ontario 
contributed 159,400 barrels, New 
Brunswick 8,826 barrels and Alberta 
1,943 barrels. All of Ontario’s output 
was from wells in the southwestern 
portion of the province. New oil wells 
of considerable capacity have recently 
been brought in in the Ontario field, 
while aggressive drilling is taking 
place in Alberta with reports of new 
wells being brought in..

A GOOD PLACE 

Calgary Mayor Says This of Vulcan 
and District 

Thd Calgary Albertan on Wednes¬ 
day carried an interesting story of an 
ambitious young woman, with a un¬ 
ique idea and somewhat remrakable 
record, and what gives added local 
interest is the fact- that the young 
lady has decided to locate at Vulcan 
a fact that is more natural than re¬ 
markable, for has not the world of 
late heard much of our unequalled 
drain crop of last year and he splendid 
conditions of' this. The following is 
the story as it appeared in The Alber¬ 
tan : 

Seven younger brothers and sisters 
on relief in Vancouver sent a young 
woman of that city to Calgai^ in 
search of harvest employment.^ Work¬ 
ing her passage east from the coast 
by hard manual labor, she arrived 
here two months ago after spending 
three months on the road. Being un¬ 
able to find employment in the city 
she called upon Mayor Webster yes¬ 
terday afternoon, and through his 
good offices left last night for a posi¬ 
tion in Vulcan. 

Twenty-five years old, strong and I 
fond of the out-doors,- this girl has 
earned her way driving teams in the 
fields, chipping the bark from tele¬ 
phone poles with a gang of men in 
Revelstoke, and is now looking for a 
chance to stook or drive a binder in 
the harvest fields of Alberta. Born in 
England, she has spent 17 years in 
this country, and gained her fanning 
experience inthe state of Washington, 
where she worked for three seasons in 
the fields, being at one time fore¬ 
woman over five men. 

.“Things were dull in Vancouver and 

I thought I would like to come to the 
prnit ies with the harvesters," she said, 
“so I went to a garage man and asked 
him to let me help fix the cars.” After 
working there long enough to earn her 
passage, she moved on to a little town 
20 miles west of Revelstoke, where 
she drove a three-horse team for sev¬ 
eral weeks. Finishing her job and 
finding no more farm work available 
in the district, she joined a gang who 
were barking telephone poles working 
beside strong men and earning the 
same wage of $5 per day that they did 

“That was pretty hard work," she 
said. “I would much rather work at 
farming.” 

Arriving in Calgary with a little 
money to spare, this enterprising 
young woman has been looking for 
harvest work since. Once the govern¬ 
ment employment bureau found her a 
position and she spent her last dollar 
journeying to a small northern town 
only to have the man who employed 
her fail to meet the train. The pro¬ 
vincial policeman at that station 
loaned her the money to come back 
to Calgary, and not knowing what to 
do, she called upon Mayor Webster 
yesterday afternoon. 

“Well, good-bye, and I hope you like 
your job,,” said the mayor as jle bade 
her good-bye later in the afternoon. 
“And remember,” he cautioned, “Vul¬ 
can is a good place, and Calgary won’t 
be for a young woman out of work this 
winter, so don’t come back here, what¬ 
ever you do.” 

Anxious . to obtain the out-of-door 
work she loves, the girl has taken 
housework as a means to start in Vul¬ 
can in the hope that there will be an 
opening to do farm work later. 

Over in England one sees very 
quaint memorials in graveyards. Here 
is one that was restored by officers 
in,1781. “An honored soldier never is 
forgot whether he die by musket or 
by pot.” 

The ways and dispositions of some 
women passeth all understanding. On 
August 16, Joseph Spence, a quarter 
breed was arrested on a charge of as¬ 
sault and battery on his wife, Mary 
Spence, a white woman, of Claresholm 
Evidence was given that Spence had 
brutally treated his wife, by plucking 
a handful of hair out of her head ayd 
otherwise painfully injuring her. In 
hearing the evidence, Alex Thompson, 
police magistrate, found the husband 
guilty and fined him $20 and costs, or 
two months hard labor, not having 
money, he went to jail. On Septem¬ 
ber 14,the reeprds show that the faith¬ 
ful wife journeyed to Lethbridge, and 
paid the fine, thus releasing her hus¬ 
band who proved so unfaithful and 
brutal to her one month before. The 
amount of the fine was mailed to Mr. 
Thompson by the warden of Leth¬ 
bridge jail.

from the north, expressing the'"'con¬ 
fident opinion that there was no obsta¬ 
cle to the development of the bitumin¬ 
ous sands on a large scale. 

The provincial schools of agricul¬ 
ture at Olds and Claresholm will open 
for the 1924-25 term on October 28, 
the term closing on March 27. In 
these schools free courses in practical 
agriculture and home economics are 
offered for boys and girls over 16 in¬ 
terested in taking these courses. No 
examinatin requirements areset for 
entrance. 

Experiments are being conducted in 
the West this season with two new 
brands of wheat, both of them of earl¬ 
ier maturity than Marquis. One is the 
Reward type and the other known as 
Garnet. Whilst not rust resisting they 
are designed to mature before the rust 
season comes on. The plants were 
bred at the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa and the seefflTS5"1>een 
sent out to fifty farms in the West. If 
the promising results are finally at¬ 
tained the new wheat may revolution¬ 
ize production. 

During the month f July, Canada 
exported to the British Isles 12,730 
head of cattle as against 7,191 in July 
1923, and to date this year exports to¬ 
tal 87,304 head approximately 24,- 
600 more than during the same period 
of last year. Exports of beef were 
some 400,000 pounds more, bacon 3,- 
600,000 pounds more, and mutton 5,- 
700 pounds more than in July a year 
ago. To date this year exports of ba¬ 
con total 63,049,700 pounds as compar¬ 
ed with 58,163,900 pounds during the 
same period of 1923. 

It now seems almost certain that! 
Southern Alberta probably Lethbridge, 
will be selected as the site of a sugar 
beet factory to be erected by the Utah 
-Idaho Sugar Co., of Salt Lake City. 
During the past week officials of this 
company met with prominent Leth¬ 
bridge citizens and with Hon. V. W. 
Smith, Minister of -Railways, under 
whose jurisdiction comes the irriga¬ 
tion schemes of the south. The offic- 
als went fully into the possibilities of 
the proposition, and the question is 
only one of production of the beets, 
which the farmers of the irrigated 
sections seem ready to undertake. The 
sugar company officials will make a 
definite decision shortly. A consider¬ 
able acreage has been prepared for 
sugar beets In the irrigated district
